— Pound 
maker was arraigned before Col Richard 
son yesterday afternoon on the charge of 
treaaon-felony . The indictment was a 
lengthy document, which ctiurges hini 
with inciting and assisting in iii;iki;ig war 
at Cut Knife, with robliiii!.; a wagon tium, 
and with publishing a leitor tn Kiel, in 
which he boasted of kiiliiig tii.x whites at 
Cut Knife, and also told of Jbig Bear's 
•uocesa at Pitt and wound np by asking 
for further instructions regarding "God's 
work." The prisoner pleaded nut uiiihy 
and eif'Cted trial liy jury, through his 
counsel, Mr. F. Beverley Robinson. 

Thomas Scott, the alleged white rebel, 
of Prince Albert, was ne.xt arraigned. Hu, 
too, elected trial by jury. Aa he was not 
reSdy to go on, it was arranged to post- 
' poiie his trial till September. He was 
. admitted to bail, himself in §4,000, and 
two sureties for §2,000 each. 

Hamilton, Aug. 17 —Much sympathy 
is felt for .Mr. R. 0. MacKay, one of the 
oldest residents of this city, who has liad 
the misfortune to lose his wife, to whom 
he hat only been married since August 
last. 

Rkoina, N. W.. T., Aug. 14.— The 
court opened at four o'clock this after- 
noon before Judge Richardson, for the 
purpose of sentencing the prisoners who 
pleaded guilty of treason-felony a few 
days ago. 

Ex-Attorney Clark, of Winnipeg, ap- 
peared on behalf of the prisoners, and in 
answer to the question wliy llio senteiicu 
of the court should not bo pasacd iipini 
them, made the moat elo(iuent ami tolling 
speech of the whole course of the trial. 
The' police and half the audience were 
moved to tears as he pleaded for 
clemency. They were the creatures of 
circumstances, children of the plains, ho 
said, who followed tJieir acknowledged 
leaders. Riel's wiles had led them to be- 
lieve him a prophet, and they took up 
arms, believing they were doing right.

Joseph Arcaiid, 
Ignace Poitraa, sr., Ignace Poitras, jr. , 
and Moiso Parenteau were sentenced to 
ope^jar in the Regina gaol. J(i3eph 
Delorhi'oj Alexander Lobenibarde, Joseph 
Pilon, Raptiste Rochdoau, Petrie Tou- 
rand and Francis Tuurand were discharged 
to appear for sentence when called. 

One Arrow, who was convicted yester- 
day, was sentenced to three years' poni 
tentiary.

WAS RIEL ILLEGALLY CONVICT- 
ED 

Hon. \ym. iluDougall, "ivho ia best 
knbiiin' throughput the length and breadth 
of Canada as an erratic politician, has 
writton a Ictlor on tho Illul conviction. 
Mr. McDongiill hoUla thiit uiulur tho 
torniB and conditiona of tho tninat'omf tlio 
Northwest territory to Canada, tlio Dom- 
inion parliament hud not power to cieivtc 
a criminal court to try cases of treason 
without indictment by a grand jury, with- 
out a judge and petit jury in manner and 
form as required by the laws of England 
in capital r;aaes. While qnotini; tlio lan- 
{^uaL;e tluit aueuia to f^ivo Buch poiver he 
deniua that the power thereby given is 
unlimited. Mr. McDouyall "continues 
that in taking over the country on its 
surrender by the Hudson . Bay company 
Canada undertook to provide for its peo- 
ple tho protection by conipetunt courts of 
jurisdiction, that all statutes and orders- 
in-council must Iju coii.-iUuud with ref- 
erence to the unuiiuon law, and in ett'cet 
that to try a man fur troasmi before a sti- 
pendiary magistrate and a jury of si.t men 
selected by the presiding officer is not 
protecting an accused person in liis legal 
rights. Mr. iMol)i'iiL;all [iredicta that the 
judicial coniiiutti'e of the pnvy council 
will interpret ihu L-uidun; and empower- 
ing words as he d.^'i. Should Uiul es- 
cape his, meritoil lati.' lhi'uii;li a techni- 
cality the failure of justice would be little 
short of a public calamity. In trying him 
at Regina before Mr. Richardson the Do- 
minion government otiserved tho strict 
requireiiienls of the act nf piirliament. If 
the act should bo shown to bo unconstitu- 
tional Riel will probably escape the gal- 
lows, although ho may be arraigned, tried, 
convicted and imprisoned on some minor 
indictment. It need not be thought for 
a moment that ho will over again bo al- 
lowed to live in Canada outside of prison 
walla. dudge Lynch, whose! terrible 
decrees are ii.KX' irahle, would doubtless 
try and cnnvict and i^'is'e him a short 
shrift. Tiie case on appeal will bo soon 
heard at Winnipeg. Should the proceed- 
ings of the Regina court bo allirmed there 
will remain an appeal to the privy ciunicil 
whore, if Mr. MoDougall's cnntenliun is 
correct, tlio court that tried him will lie 
declarud to liave been illet;a!ly ci mat il uti'd. 
liiel'.'s frieiid.s have f.'cd finiiient cunnael 
and no stone w ill In: left unturned to save 
him. No one doubts his guilt, tho ell'ort 
to save him is a matter of sentiment en- 
tirely.

NEWFOUNDLAND POLITICS. 

The colony of Newfoundland is in the' 
throes of a general election, and this is 
ho'w it was precipitated. The attorney 
general and premier of tho colony is Hon. 
W. v. Whiteway, an ardent Protestant, 
and the legislature, which has just boon 
dissolved, contains many K'oinan Catholic 
momboi's. Some time in l-8!'>, at Harbor 
Grace, a procession of Orangemen was 
fired on by (as ia alloiied) a Human Catho- 
lic mob and several of the proceasioniats 
were killed. The law officers of ihe 
crown took stops for the discovery of the 
guilty and their arraii;ninont at the bar of 
justice. Thoir eli'orta, however, failed; 
in every case a verdict of "lut yuilty" 
was rendered. Mr. Wliitowny, deeminc 
that the abortive results of tlie trial were 
disgracoful, says he felt constrained to 
ask the house of assembly to place upon 
the public records of tho country a pro- 
test against tiioae porveraiona of justice. 
The llomaii Catholic niembera of the 
house of assembly, in one united body, 
voted against a motion to this effect, and 
afterwards withdrew fronj all connoction 
with tho govornineiit , two of them re- 
signint; oflico hecansi! the resolution waa 
placed on record. They formed thein- 
aolves into a separate, coni[)act body, and 
by tlieir vote they refused to Join in a 
cundenination of tho obnoxious verdicts. 
This action of the Roman Cathtdio mem- 
bers made it impossible for Mr Whiteway 
to carry on tlie i,'ovurn merit , ami he au- 
pealiid to tlie |)'-:"]de, iiiakiiii/ tlie 
religious question the main issue of the 
contest. In the concluding paratjraph of 
his address to the olectiMs Mr. Whiteway 
says: "I therefore earnestly call upon all 
who agree with me in these views and 
aentimenta to unite in one firm phalanx, 
determined to retuni repreacutativos who 
will faithfully guard our sacred rights and 
interests and si.'cure tho [Hire and im 
partial administration of justice; and 1 
ask all true patriots to bink minor diir;r- 
ences, and tu unite for the maintenance 
of »he great principles I have indicated. 
Remember that tins course of action has 
been forced upon n.i hy the gr.ive criaii 
which has arisen in ourall'.uia Tin; doty 
of the hiuir is unity in dffuiice of nur 
sacred riolits ami liberties." The 
premier in ihua apptMlini; to protes- 
tanta, as such, to uiiito for a p liiica! pur- 
pose, has incurred a most bi-nou i ri-|inn 
aibtlity. The nalnral result oi thu- app.Nil i 
ia to raise a spirit of anlai;onian) arnuno ' 
tho Roman Catholic popiihit ion of the 
colony and to create in politics two rival 
religious cuinps.

When that parliament assembled 
in Dublin it would develop the Hoaley 
clauses of tho land act, make tenants 
owners of their holdings, and give to 
laborers a share in the hind. 

SPAIN. 

Madeid, Aug. 24. — Throughout Spain 
yesterday there wore 5010 new cases of 
cholera ami 11)59 deaths. Since the l)e- 
ginning of tho epidemic there has boon 
151), 077 cases and 01,521 de;ithH. During 
tho past 22 hours 10 new cases and six 
deaths were reported in this city and in 
the province outside the city 118 new cases 
and 38 deaths. 

Anti German demonstrations, similar to 
that held in Madrid, were iiiudy in every 
one of ttie Spanish provinces yesterday. 

Madkiii, Aug. 24. — A cabinet council 
was held to-day to consider the rtlatioiiH 
of Spain with Germany, growmg out of 
the Carolines trouble. King Alfonso, 
who just returned to Madrid from Ln 
Grmida, presided . It waa oHicially an- 
nounced that .a reply from (iermany tu 
the first Spiinish note protest proposed an 
amicable discussion of the questions 
at issue. Spain then sent fresh 
teli^grams to Germany enorgetl- 
eally protesting against the action 
of Germany, in respmiso to which that 
government to-day ruplied, explaining 
that its action had been animated alto- 
gethor by friendly niotivea and that Ger- 
many regarded the affair as unworthy of 
interrupting tho ancient amity between 
the two nations. The reply further ex- 
plains CJerniany, seeing no evidences uf 
Spanish domination in the Carolines, 
thought the islands had been virtually 
abandoned. The Gorman govurnmenc 
does nut nientiou whether any islands 
have been actually occupied. 

The total number of deaths from chol- 
era in spam since the outbreak of the dis- 
ease has been 72,347, out of a total of 
187,505 cases. 

AFRICA. 

Wasuinoton, Aug. 21. — Tho American 
consul at Sierra Leone reports that an 
army of 100,000 Mahommedaiis has been 
raised by a man who claims flnit ho has 
been commiBsioned by Ciod to suppress 
|jagunig!n and open roads to the coast, 
which have been dosed by vagabond 
tribes for many years. 

FRANCE. 
Mai!.si-:(i.lks, Aug. 23. — Cholera is n.i- 
sumiiig a form which the doctors are 
unable tu cope with. Victims have died 
suddenly without the occurrence of diar- 
rhoea or vomiting. Patients feel a cold- 
ness which cannot be counteracted by use 
of reaclivea or oven by the most violent 
friction. Two liour.a after death tho body 
becomes black. A.lthough tho epidemic 
is not contagious it is feared that a hun- 
dred deaths daily will soon be recorded. 

BouLOUONK, Aug. 24. — The religious 
fciiiviil of the crowning of our lady of 
Boulougne as Queen Baaitica took place 
hero to-day. The ceremony was performed 
by a nuncio in tho presence of 50,000 piif- 
tioiia. The atatuo of thp virgin was car- 
ried in procession through the town. All 
church dignatarioa took part in the cere- 
monies. To-nighl, the town is illumi- 
nated. 



Toulon, Aug. 24. — -Fifty persons died 
lioro during the past 48 hours from 
cholera. 

iMAKSEiLLES, Aug. 24. — One hundred 
and sixty deaths from cholera here during 
the past two days.

A CIIANT'S FOOT. 

Tlie Remarkable Iinprcsston In 
the Kock near Harrison. 
S.ake. 



A reportor of Tim Colonist w.is asked by 
ail old-timer tliu other day if ha had seen 
tho iraboddod iiiiprudsion of a giant foot, 
while on his auinmor rumblo in tho in- 
terior. Answerinc; in the negative, tho 
questioner said many a pioneer wlio had 
traveled over tho old Harrison rivor route 
would remember leaving tlio w agon road 
at tho middle of l.ho valley mi the Pern- 
burton portage butvvoeii Elarriaon and 
Anderson lake, about l-l uiilo.s from Feni- 
barton, to take a look at thu euriusity. 
fifty feet from tho w.ignn nnid, now so 
loiiK diausod, and imbedded in the solid 
rock, is a right foot, eighteen inches in 
length, iiidiMited about a half inch in the 
hard stone. 

How it cauio there and when it came 
there are inattera that our informant 
would not venture an opinion, but the 
Indiana have a tnidition that the Great 
Spirit in walking stopped on tliia point, 
which is tho highest in ths valley, daring 
tho Uood and placed his left on thu oppo- 
site inountaiu where they aay there is tho 
impression, similar ia size to that near the 
wugon road. 

That it is an evidonco of tho prehistoric 
oxiatonce of face of giants instantly strikes 
the beholder, a race that Hourished when 
this rocky part of the world was in a state 
of formation. How it came and when, 
scientific men can conjecture; it will un- 
doubtedly bo visited la the near future 
by hundreds of tourists ai.xious to joo tho 
laarvaloua in nature.

Present — Chairman 
Harris, Secretary Hayward, Trustees 
McMickiiig, Brudon, Huisterman and

Tho secretary referred to tho last meet- 
ing being irregular; no notification of said 
meeting having been iaaued, and ho 
thought that being tho case, the minutes 
wore iiiadmiaaible for entry in tho regu- 
lar book. 

Trustee lleiaterman referred to his per- 
sonal iiociticat ion uf the board. 

Secietary Hayward explained that ho 
was now convinced that the previous 
meeting was a misunderstauding on his 
part as regarded time. 

Secretary Hayward read a letter from 
Superiiilendenl l'o[ic uuthorizing tho ap 
pointment of u niuiiitor fur Johnson street 
ward school . 

A letter was read from Mrs. Leigh ask - 
ing for an increase of salary for her son 
as janitor of .laniea Bay school. 

'i'matee iMcMicking thought the boy 
was rather too small to handle the broom 
to advantage. 

The matter was laid over. 

A letter was road from IMias Storey eii- 
cloaing doctor's certificate, excusing her 
absence from . I. lines B.iy school. 

TIk^ f. blowing letter was then road: 
S'u Toiii.i Hum anu I'uui.n; Schools, 
August, 1885. 
Tu tlif Sirr.'tonj oj Srlaiui Trmtees,— 

Slu, — We havo tried to carry out all 
and every wi.nh cxpreBsed by the trustees, 
but wo find the resolution of the board 
deleg it ing I he iiilhction of i'o/7.iora/ piiii- 
i-iliiitfiit to the pniieipala a very serious 
obstacle to the inaintainiiig of diacipliiie 
and satisfactory resulta in our work. 
Some of thu tru.itees havo boon appealed 
to privately and the chief difiiculties en- 
countered in trying to carry out the point 
of the restdution have been explained. 
We now ajiiioal to you aa a board to re- 
coiisidi'i the ni.illor. 

From tho niM|-iiing the resolution bo- 
camj publi'.' the pupils have had the feel- 
ing that till! teachora will not be sustained 
in puni.shing them, and they have not 
been slow in showing it. The homo lea- 
sons are not as carefidly prepared, nor is 
the oli-.'il i-.'n'',. a;; prompt as it shoultl be 
— piqiil and (i-aclier both feeling tliat 
there is a oerlain restriction that em- 
bolilena the i-ne ami cripplea the other. 

We havo very few acta of what may bo 
called real wickedness; our troubles are 
small annoyances, that can be best attend- 
ed to at the moment of detection and by 
the teacher who sees the act and who is 
nc(inainted with the general conduct and 
disposition of the pupil committing it. 
Corporal punishment rarely follows a 
trivial offence, but a succession of them. 
Sending a pupil to tho principal for pun- 
ialinient greatly intorferes with the work 
and time of the school. 

What wo respectfully suggest is that 
teachers havo full coiitr-.d of their own 
department in the way of disciplinO; and 
tho nu'thoda and moans of obtaining it. 

Reporting very serious offences to prin- 
ci[)als, and instil iiting thorough investiga- 
tions before piuiishniont, is quite right; 
but it ia in regard to the small matters 
that tho dilliculty meets ua. 

IJopiiig you will view our representa- 
tions 08 they are given for the beat inter- 
ests of tho schools.

Trustee Braden was entirely opposed to 
corporal punishment, and thought tho 
trustees should not give way to the teachers 
in this instance. Ho cited a case where 
a boy had recently got a thrashing and 
who was entirely innocent of the offence 
he was charged with; ho thought that 
brutal treatment had existed when teach- 
erd had the power of thrashing children. 

Chairman Harris thought Mr. Braden 
overestimated tho harshness of the teach- 
ers and thought they should be allowed io 
govern their own classes. 

Secretary Hayward read a resolution 
pnsaed by the old school board on May 
l'2th. 

Trustee Heiaterman thought that the 
children were sometimes punished un- 
justly and advocated duo consideration of 
the lioard before they acquiesced in tho 
teaoliera' re(|oeat in this matter. 

Secretary Hayward agreed with Trus- 
tee Braden. He referred to all tho !oad- 
ing educitional ostablishments where 
punishment is not resorted to unless in 
extremely severe cases. He thought that 
if te.ichers were not able to manage their 
classes without corporal punishment, they 
were inetlieioiit 

Triifltoe McMicking disagreed with the 
former speakers and thought tho teachers 
should bo allowed full control of their 
cla.sscs, and th.it it was very seldom a 
scholar got a thra.siiing that ho did not de- 
serve it. H'j thought that if loachera were 
given full p'lWer over their classes fewer 
complaints would be recorded. 

Trustee Higgins referred to the teach- 
ers being in o bettor position to judge of 
the (pieation than they, the board. He 
was not an advocate of corporal puniali- 
inent, but the fact was stated that the 
cliihiroii were still puiiisiiod, not by their 
own toAchera but by the principals of the 
school. That being the case, why allow 
the principals to punish when their own 
teachers, who know the children better, 
are debarred from doing so. If teachers 
were guilty of cruelty or brutality, let 
them be dismissed and i)rosecuted. 

Trustee Braden stated that since this 
clause had been in force no trouble had 
occurred, but before it was adopted the 
board and teachers were in hot water all 
the time. 

Trustee Higgins — V\'hy not do away 
with corporal puniahmont entirely ? 

Trustee McMicking was not aware, 
under the act, that the trustees had power 
to cnutnd the teachers in this matter, and 
ho thought it the duty of the teachers to 
puniah cliiKlren re((uiriiig it. 

Secretary Hayward leferrnd to certain 
clauses in the school act bearing upon the 
question, lie thought that if the act 
was relaxed it would lead to no end of 
trouble, aud little good would accrue 
from it. 

Trustee ."McMicking thought that if tho 
loachera were bo inclined they could 
ignore tho board'a command in this mat- 
ter, and the school act would uphold them 
in that action. 

Moved by 'I'ruateo Higgins that corporal 
punishment be abolished. Seconded by 
Trustee Braden, and lost. Yeas, — Mea- 
ara. Higgins and Braden. Nays, — Messrs. 
Hiirris, Heiaterman, McMicking and 
Hayward. 

Secretary Hayward referred to punish- 
ments that had previously gono on, and 
how tho teachers had hid their instru- 
ments of punishment when members of 
the previous board had gono to the school 
to nialie niuiuiries. He said the boys who 
are who whipped by the principal come 
away laughing. 

Trustee McMicking moved that the rule 
adopted on May 12th be rescinded, which 
nmtjon wt^s carried- Yea>| — Measm, 



Higgins, McMicking, Heisterman and the 
chairman. Nays, — Mesars. Braden and 

Hayward. 

Trustee Heiaterman moved that no 
children be whipped for failure in their 
lessons. Seconded by Trustee Higgins 
and lost. Yeas, — ^Messrs. Higgins and 
Heisterman. Nays, — Braden, ftloMiok- 
ing and Hayward. 

Chairman Harris wished to call atten- 
tion to the overcrowded condition of 
three of tho divisions in the school and 
thought something should be done. 

It waa thought by some members of the 
board that the matter be allowed to stand 
over to see if the corporal punishment 
would not soon cause auflioitut room. 

The chairman did not agree with this 
idea and thought that deliiiite action 
ahould be taken and that at once. 

Trustee McMicking suggested that a 
temporary change of ruoins would help to 
remedy the present overcrowded condi- 
tion of tho ulaasea alluded tu. 

Chairman Harris reported that seven 
windows had been broken between Satur- 
day aud Monday. 

Trustee Braden enquired if tho govern- 
ment had done anything yot towards the 
new school and waa answered in the nega- 
tive. 

Trustee McMicking thought Ihe rooms 
should made as comfortablo as possible. 

Secy. H.iyward brought before the no- 
tice of tho board the neceaaif.y of a decri'a.se 
of expenditure, otherwise the j. rant would 
not hold out. 

In committee of the whole F G. Wright 
was appointed ansistant teacher in John- 
son street school and the board adjourned.

It was a 
genera! advance in which each man vied 
with hia neighbor. As to tho fact of ono 
regiment being before another, they were 
all only 

IN THBIR PROPEK POSITIONS, 

and simply doing gallantly as ordered. 
There was no hanging back. Every man 
was doing his duty, and although to each 
regiment it may appear as if they alone 
were driving tho enemy such such was not 
the case. 

Having made the above statement very 
eiiipliatically, tho general bestowed the 
highoBt praise on all tho volunteers, and 
allirinod that at any time ho would com- 
mand them with as great confidence as 
regulars. He said he bad within a few 
days received a second letter from Qen. 
Lord Wolesley and ono from the Duke of 
Cambridge highly coinplinienting the 
volunteers for the servicoa rendered.
